U.S. Halts Aid to One-Race Housing;

Atlanta’s $30,000,000 lo w- 
cost housing program will not 
be affected by a new FHA 
policy announced in Wash- 
ington, it was indicated yes- 
terday by Paul Betters, Exec- 
utive Director of the U. &. 
Conference of Mayors. 

Betters, in a long-distance 
conversation with Mayor 
Hartsfield said the announce- 
ment regarding curtailment 
of loans in instances of racial 
discrimination applied only 
to such future mortgages as 


are insured by the FHA. 

He said it had “nothing in the 
world to do with public housing” 
and a clarifying statement was 
expected shortly from Raymond 
Foley, Director of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. 

In Atlanta, the consensus of 
opinion among city officials and 
housing authorities was that dis- 
crimination referred to in the FHA 
commitment order was 


Atlanta, and applied only to FHA 
insured loans. 

One person interviewed said the 
courts have held that segregation 
is not discriminatory if Negroes 
are provided comparable accom- 
modations where they can enjoy 
them along with members of their 
own race. 

Several pointed out that there 
has been no discrimination be- 
tween the races in Atlanta insofar 
as public or private housing 1s 
concerned. They all agreed that 
segregation has been preserved, 
but that equal facilities or better 
have been provided the Negroes, 
especially in public housing. 

Meanwhile, the United Press 
sampled sentiment among South- 
ern builders on the barring of the 
FHA insurance. 

Two Atlantans were among 
those quoted, Ed Hiles, executive 
of the Georgia Savings and Loan 
League, and James E. Robinson, 
Chairman of the Atlanta Housing 
Authority. 

Hiles declared that once “you 
ask Uncle Sam to subsidize you, 
you've got to be prepared to accept 
and carry out what he tells you 
to do.” 

Robinson was of the opinion 
that he didn’t think anyone would 
“insist on enforcing such a thing 
in this section.”

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Cedartown's Proposed Cheese Plant 


Another progressive city—Cedartown— 
is undertaking construction of a cheese 
plant to provide a new source of income 
for the farmers of the surrounding com- 
munity. 3 

Already virtually underwritten by Ced- 


artown business and professional leaders, 


the proposed facility will cost an estimat- 
ed fifty thousand dollars. From this in- 
vestment, according to the report of the 
special committee of citizens who investi- 
gated the venture, will come an imme- 
diate income of $250 a day to farmers in 
Polk and surrounding counties. 

“Your committee is enthusiastic in its 
belief that the project is a practical and 
progressive step in the development of 
our section,” the report declared. “While 
its underlying purpose is civic in nature 
with the immediate objective that of es- 
tablishing a farm market for manufactur- 
ing grade milk, it appears to be a sound 
business venture and should materially 
increase the farm income of the county. 
It would be reasonable to expect that the 


plant can start with a daily supply of 
10,000 pounds of milk which at today’s 
market would mean better than $250 a 
day paid to the farmers. Within a few 
years it would be reasonable to expect 
these same figures to increase five fold. 
The immediate and ultimate success of 
the project will depend to a large extent 
on our success is selling the idea to the 
farmer, since cheap milk in volume is es- 
sential. The advance promotional work 
therefore would be paramount impor- 
tance.” 


Unless we miss our guess, the cheese 
plant at Cedartown, along with the pro- 
posed one at Winder and other cities in 
Georgia’s fast-growing dairy belt need not 
worry about the farmer taking advantage 
of the market for Grade B milk which 
such facilities will provide. 


With this year’s cotton yield at a mis- 
erable low, more and more are seeking 
some new and additional source of income 
such as milk production offers. 


Weeding Out the Disloyal 


A report by President Truman’s Loyal- 
ty Review Board shows that 123 Govern- 
ment employees have been discharged for 
disloyalty while 2,214 more resigned while 
investigations were being conducted or 
while their cases were pending before 
the Board. 

Probably all those who resigned were 
not actually disloyal. Some might have 
been guilty at one time or another of in- 
descretions which they figured would be 
difficult to explain. Others simply might 
have been afraid. At any rate, the com- 
bined total of those who resigned and 
were discharged is only 2,337, or a little 


more than one tenth of one percent of 
the total number of Government em- 
ployees. 


That is a small proportion, indeed. It 
is well, though, that the disloyal and the 
potentially disloyal are being weeded out. 


Even the 123 who were fired for outright ° 


disloyalty could be dangerous to the wel- 
fare of the country. That is particularly 
true since subversives nearly always work 
in concert. 


As far as we can tell the work of the 
Review Board has been excellent. It may 
save us a lot of grief in the future. 


sixty Billions for Government 


Because we've been somewhat per- 
plexed lately at the varying estimates of 
total taxes paid for local, State and Fed- 
eral purposes, we asked the Department of 
Commerce for its latest official figures. 

In the calendar year 1948 we find that 
Americans paid a total of $60,200,000,000 
in taxes, including Social Security contri- 
butions and what the Government calls 
“nontax accruals.” Since the Federal So- 
cial Security fund is turned over to the 
Treasury in exchange for Government 
bonds and therefore represents money 
spent for current operations, we think it 
is only fair to count this as a bona fide tax. 

Income for calendar year 1948 is placed 
at $226,200,000,000. 

We therefore paid roughly 27 percent 
of our income in taxes last year. Slightly 
more than one week’s work out of every

four went for support of local, State and 
Federal governments, whether the tax- 
payer realized it or not. 


For the fiscal year ending last June 30, 
total governmental costs were $57,200,000,- 
000 while aggregate income was $228,200,- 
000,000. Approximately 25 percent of in- 
come went for government costs during 
this period. 


This year tax collections likely will be 
higher and income lower. We will be pay- 
ing a greater share of income to the three 
branches of government. 


There is a limit somewhere to how 
much government can take from the peo- 
ple without choking initiative and enter- 
prise. Most economists put the danger 
point at 25 percent, a figure that already 
has been reached here. 


A Super-Bomb Isn't So Funny 


WASHINGTON—There was altogether too much comedy in the recent incident of Sen. Edwin C. 
Johnson and the 1,000-power atomic bomb. Here is a pompous lawmaker, pleading with the tele- 
vision audience for more secrecy in American atomic development. And in the midst of his bumbling 
discourse, the Senator commits the worst violation ot security rules that has occurred to date. 


He discloses, in fact, that the Atomic Energy 
Commission is working hard to devise an atomic 
weapon 1,000 times more powerful than the bomb 


that fell on Hiroshima. With the Senatorial foot” 


thus securely fixed in the capacious Senatorial 
mouth, the curtain quickly descends, and the 
audience dissolves into roars of happy laughter. 
Yet there was more to this incident than 
a mere comedy turn by a third-rate Senator. 


Everyone should understand, in the first 
place, that a 1,000-power atomic bomb is 
more than a simple possibility. In the long 
run, such a bomb is a probability, if not a 
certainty. 

Its explosive power will derive from the nu- 
clear fission of hydrogen, the lowest of the ele- 
ments in the electron table, instead of uranium, 
at the tops The theory of how to make it is al- 
ready understood and generally accepted. Mak- 
ing it will require immense efforts, yet the job 
is actually farther along than was the job of 
making the Hiroshima bomb when the Manhattan 
District was established. 

Furthermore, Senator Johnsen’s estimate of 
the probable power of the new bomb is also 
generally accepted. It is the rule that the area 
devastated by an explosive increases in approxi- 
mate ratio to the square root of the increase in 
the explosive’s power. A Hiroshima bomb de 
vastates an area of from two to four square miles. 
When constructed, the 1,000-power bomb will 
- therefore devastate an area a little more than 
30.times as large, or from 60 to 100 square miles. 

In short, only one hydrogen fission-bomb will 
* be enough to destroy, utterly and completely, al- 
most any great city on earth. There is no comedy 
in this. 

Nor is there any comedy in the second point 
that must also be understood. The Atomic 
Energy Commission has had the utmost diffi- 
culty in recruiting competent scientists to work 
on its hydrogen fission projects. In part, this is 
because of the natural horror that any such 
project must inspire in civilized men. But in 
wey also, it is because of Senator Johnson and 

many others like him. While the Ed John- 
sons of the Senate and House are positively 
‘straining at the leash to hunt down any mani- 
ee

Government, those who possess this dangerous 
commodity are naturally reluctant to enter Gov- 
ernment service. 

Finally, there is no comedy whatever in the 
underlying situation typified by Senator John- 
son’s comedy turn. Judging by his plea for se- 
crecy, the Senator evidently thinks of our atomic 
weapons as the French used to think of the 
Maginot Line. Second, he believes that if we 
play Gestapo just a little more earnestly, we 
shall not be threatened by atomic weapons in the 
hands of other powers. 

The Senator is dead wrong on both counts. 
At this moment, in the sacred name of “economy” 
(for which Johnson regularly bellows), our 
power to deliver atomic weapons to useful tar- 
gets is being daily impaired. At the same time, 
the power of the Soviet Union to defend its cities 
from strategic air attack is being daily increased. 
If this process ‘continues, not even an atomic 
bomb that can wipe out a world capital in one 
awful holocaust will be of much use to us. In 
the same sacred name of “economy,” moreover, 
we are also failing to develop our power to de- 
fend ourselves and the rest of the free world 
against atomic attack. . 

At this moment, the Navy’s Ram-jet 
project has evolved an interim-guided missile 


produced 
all-out effort, it is estimated that this proto- 
type missile could be perfected in a little 


against air atomic bombs could 
thus be attained in a relatively short time. 

No all-out effort is being made in this field, 
however, any more than an all-out effort is being 
made to maintain and improve our own offensive 

. In sum, Senator Johnson’s seeming 
comedy turn has a sharp lesson. When such 
hideous forces are loose in the world, it is not 
“economy” politics, or any other 
kind of politics, with destiny. 


Flows Toward Tibet 


One reason the Soviets are not likely to go to 
ro i because they are doing all right with- 
out it. 

The Communist aggression is like an amoeba. If it meets an 
obstacle it flows around it and meets beyond. If it cannot flow 
around, it stops and flows in another direction. 


. The Soviet amoeba is now preparing to flow in another ditec- 
tion—Tibet. They have got a living god to help them. This liv- 
ing god is a skinny 12-year-old, shaved-headed Oriental boy, driven 
with his regents, into exile to China in 1924 as the result of a dis- 
pute. He is a Lama, called Panchen Lama. The Tibetans have 
two, the Panchen Lama, whose duties are entirely spiritual, and the 
Dalai Lama, whose duties are temporal. The latter has to wrestle 
with budgets and so on, as well as matters of government. Since 
he handles cash the Dalai Lama is more powerful. The handlers 
of the present spiritual Lama, in exile, wanted more out of the 
Dalai Lama and were thrown out. Thé Dalai Lama appointed an- 
other Panchen Lama to handle the spiritual affairs. 

AB * This would have been just fine, with never a ripple on 

: the surface of Tibet, but for the fact the Chinese Commi- 
nists overran the country where the exile was living and cap- 
tured him. 

It is as simple as A B C. 

_ The Communists have long been wanting an excuse to invade 
Tibet. Panchen Lama wants to get back in power—or rather the 
men handling the kid do. So they have given the Communists a 
call to war, a demand that the Chinese Communists “liberate” the 
people of Tibet, who don’t even know they are being held in 
durance vile. If liberated, of course, Panchen Lama and his para- 
sites would be put back on the spiritual throne with a Dalai Lama 


who would be “reasonable.” 
Tibet No one knows much about Tibet. Very few people have 
been there, as they do not allow foreignersemuch leeway. 
I once talked with a man who had spent some time there and he 
told me that they were friendly people with a passion for drinking 
hot tea with rancid sheep butter in it. Later on in Iran I found 
some people there served hot tea with fresh butter in it—just a 
crumb of it to melt on top—and it tasted fine. 


Mixture One of the things everyone must know is that in any 
country in Asia religion and politics are mixed and 
meshed to a complex degree. 

I looked up some things about Tibet. The expert said religion 
and politics were more mixed in Tibet than any other Asiatic 
country. 

_ The Dalai Lama (and Lama means priest) lives in the capital 
of Lhassa and runs things. The Panchen, or Tashi, Lama lives in 
an ancient monastery. 

These rulers are chosen by a peculiar custom. 

They are believed the divine reincarnations of the ancient and 
original heavenly Buddha. 

The theory is that as the Lama dies his departing soul enters the 
body of a child being born at that very instant of departing life 
and life’s arrival. Therefore, after death there is a great search. 
The son of a poor goat herder may become the Lama. Hence, 
through the years there has been a lot of poisoning of innocent 
babes, a bribing of agents out looking for the reincarnated Lama. 
Sometimes the search goes on for five, even 10 years or so. 


China Tibet is on maps as a part of China. Not since 1902 has 
China exerted any influence. To be truthful, there was 
little or none before that because of the remoteness and defiant 
independence of the Tibetans. Since the British got a mission in 
in 1907 that country has exerted the most influence, even though 
this, too, was by remote control. The Tibetans didn’t allow the 
British to remain. A British agent lives near the frontier. 
Mountains surround the country. The pass into it is 14,000 feet 
high. The real border is between India and Tibet, through the 
Indian princely state of Sikkim, and between Nepal and what was 
British India. 


This brings us down to the why of it. 

Why Why does Soviet Russia, working through China, bother 
about the mountain country of Tibet? 

Because it borders on India. If the Communists “liberate” 
Tibet, they will have a border through which the amoeba may begin 
to flow into India. 

This excites and worries the two new countries, India and Pakis- 
tan. Nepal is a Hindu state insofar as religion goes, and a fanatic 
one. The penalty for killing a cow is death, because cows are 
sacred. They are a part of the religion. Sikkim is Buddhist. It 
would be more vulnerable. 

At any rate, Britain, too, is worried. India and Pakistan are 
independent. But both are important to British trade and to world 
strategy. The Communists are already strong and active in India. 

So the amoeba is flowing toward Tibet. 

All these things add up. They explain, too, why the Soviets 
won't go to war for quite a while yet. We have stopped the amoeba, 
temporarily at least, in Italy, France and Europe generally. 

But, as one may see, it simply flows in another direction. 

Our best defense is the deed of demonstrating our system to be 
the better one. 

That’s why things like lynchings, the Ku Klux Klan’s stupidities 
and violence, all join to do harm to our country and its effort to 
assume world leadership against Communism.

Biblical Costumes for Holidays 


Christmas is the nost widely 
celebrated festival in all the 
world, and why not? It repre- 
sents the greatest event in our 
history. True, it is the last hol- 
iday of the year, but first in the 
hearts of children and grown- 
ups. We are not sure that the 
25th of December is the actual 
birthday of Christ, for we have 
no historic record of the day, 
but historians and astronomers 
have figured out that it must 
have been about the time when 
the days are the shortest and 
the sun is the farthest away 
from the earth. 

The word Christmas means 
“mass of Christ.” That it has 
been celebrated as a festival of 
the birth of Christ ever since 
the first century is shown by 
writings upon the walls of the 
early Christian tombs. Many of 
our modern observances of 
Christmas date back to the pa- 
gan customs. 

The Yule log dates back to the 
time of the Saxons and Goths, 
who burned logs at their Winter 
festival. In old English homes, 
the Yule log was brought into 
the room with great ceremony 
and lighted with a bit of tinder 
carefully saved from the fire of 
the year before. 

The origin of the Christmas 
tree is also marked by legend 
and stories of the past. You can 
look up the legend of St. Boni 
face and there you have the 
story of the Christmas tree. 
There is a beautiful legend about 
Martin giving us the first light- 
ed tree. Even old Santa Claus is 
a subject of tradition going back 
hundreds of years,:almost to the 
beginning of the Christian era. 
The name is a variation of St. 


Nicholas. The legends are many | 


and well worth reading to the 
children, about this most popu- 
lar of holidays. 

In every civilized country it 
is a pleasant custom to give 
Christmas greetings to friends, 
if not actual gifts. The custom 
arose from the fact that Christ 
was the greatest gift of God to 
man. 

In America, the sturdy Purl- 
tans of Buston and New England 
would not allow the day to be 
observed in any way and many 
older people will tell you they 
remember the day when little 
or no thought was given to 
Christmas. But in the South, 
Christmas has always been a 
merry day. On the old planta- 
tion it was a day never to be 
forgotten. The Southern people 
were of a different stock and 
upbringing and had a different 
background from the Northern 
folks. Their ancestors were light- 
hearted, pleasure-loving cava- 
liers, who brought over with 
them customs the Puritans 
thought wicked and frivilous. 

It is wonderful now that all the 
land joins in the celebration of 
this joyous day. It is becoming 
very popular to have community 
trees and people gather around 
to sing chorals. Christmas Eve 
the churches have beautiful 
services and music—the lights 
in all the decorations over the 
cities burn from Christmas until 
New Years. With all this finer 
spirit, typified by the Christ 
Child, how could we but feel the 
brotherhood of man? 

The schools and churches will 
soon be having Christmas 
plays—the story of the Birth of 
Christ—so let’s begin with our 
religious costumes.

Can psychiatry “judge filial love’? 


Answer: It is not for the psy- 
chiatrist to judge the moral value 
of emotions; his task is to study 
the effect that they have on us.

Should a Widowed Mother’s Chil- 
dren “Come First?” 

Answer: She should take care 
not to marry anyone who will be 
jealous of them or resent her nat- 
ural affection for them, as may 
happen with a husband who is still 
childish himself. But a woman 
cannot be at her best as a mother 
if she is not happy, and this to a 
mature woman means giving her 
first and best love to a person of 
her own age. Normal child devel- 
opment requires a family set-up 
in which father occupies the un- 
disputed first place in mother’s 
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affections, and a child who usurps 
this place will always feel insecure 
and guilty. 


Do You Need Both Ears to Lo- 
cate Sounds? 

Answer: Yes, writes Dr. Lloyd 
A. Jeffress of the University of 
Texas, in the American Journal 
of Psychology. Apparently there 
are minute differences of pitch 


between sounds heard by one ear 
and the other, and a “central neu- 
ral mechanism” both combines the 
two and estimates from their dif- 
ference from what direction the 
sound is coming. Locating a sound 
with one ear is as much more dif- 
ficult than with two ears as judg- 
ing the distance of an object seen 
with only one eye is harder than 
judging it with both together.

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GEORGIA FARM REPORT: 


Is Stale Feeding Iiself? 
Committee To Discuss 
Crop, Processing Needs

e farmers o rgia growing enough of the food con- 
sumed by the people in the State?” 


' “Is much of the canned food consumed in the State being grown 
and processed in Georgia?” 
In other words: “Is Georgia feeding itself?” 
These questions will be the subject of a meeting to be held in 


Atlanta next Wednesday when a committee ap- 
ppointed by Gov. Talmadge meets to discuss the 
problem. 

The committee appointed to “search out Geor- 
gia’s needs for growing and processing more of 
its food products” is composed of ‘Tom Linder, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Chairman: Dr. 
Harry L. Brown, Dean of the College of Agri- 
culture, Athens; David Rice, President of Atlanta 
Restaurant Association; Walter Graefe, President 
of the Pomona Products Company, Griffin: Dr. 
J . G. Woodroof, head of food processing at Geor- 
gia Experiment Station, Griffin; Mrs. David B. 
Mitchell, of Atlanta, former head of the Women’s 
Department of the State Bureau of Markets, un- 
der Gov. Eugene Talmadge. 


All these people are well acquainted with a 
Georgia’s farm and food problems and good results should come 
from their studies. 

The problem is not a new one in Georgia. It dates back to 
the close of the War Between the States when many of the large 
landowners moved to town and did their farming by “remote 
control,” at which time the tenant system began. 


Just why food crops were not grown along with the growth 
of the cities is not exactly known, but maybe it was largely due 


to the fact that at that time cotton was practically the only “cash” | 


crop grown in the State. This situation continued until th inva- 
sion of he State by the boll weevil about 1920 and since. Farm 


diversification began in the State at that time when the farmers’ | 


cotton stalks were luxuriant in size but bare of bolls, because 
of this destructive insect. , 


Discussion of the problem is not new. Sidney Lanier wrote 
poems about it 70 years ago. Henry Grady created much amuse- 
ment by describing a Pickens County funeral, pointing out that 
the corpse’s suit was woven in New England and that even the 
spade used to dig his grave was made in Pittsburgh. Then he said: 
“All that Georgia furnished was the corpse and the hole in the 
ground in which he was buried.” 


Thirty years ago the Georgia Chamber of Commerce under 
the leadership of the late Charles J. Haden, of Atlanta, had 
a great fund-raising meeting in Atlanta at which was displayed 
a huge map, outlining the kind and value of foods brought into 
Georgia. 

It has been a recurring subject in the State about every 
10 years. 

Genial Dave Rice, Atlanta restaurant operator, sparked 
the latest action. He was taking a stock of his food supply 
and was shocked to find that little of the canned and other 
foods came from, or were processed in, Georgia. 


The subject was discussed further at a meeting held by some 
300 members of the Atlanta Restaurant Association, of which Rice 
is President, when it was disclosed that very little of the food 
Atlantans eat is grown or processed in the State, particular refer- 
ence being made to canned or processed foods. 


Appointment of the committee followed that meeting. 


Dr. Woodruff has prepared a list of the foods processed annu- 
ally in Georgia, which is as follows, in pounds: 


Pork, cured in commercial plants 
Chickens 

Canned fruits, vegetables 

Peanut butter 

Pork, cured in locker plants 
Frozen fruits, vegetables 

Brined okra 

Turkeys 

Honey 

Pencans, unshelled 

Pecans, shelled 1,528,000 
Preserves 1,200,000 


The above totals approximately 400,000,000 pounds of proc- 
essed foods and does not include beef, mutton, milk or eggs. 


Dr. Woodruff also points out that “located in Georgia is 
the world’s largest pimiento canning plant as well as the 
largest peanut butter plant. Georgia’s 32 canneries packed 
from one to three million cases of 41 varieties of foods rang- 
ing from sea foods, pickles, honey, meats, fruits and vege- 
tables, to boiled peanuts and syrup.” 


The above list is of the principal products processed. 

It is also pointed out that, while Georgia may not be feeding 
herself, Georgia products go to other States for consumption. 
Trucks that bring products to Georgia markets like to load up on 
something to take back home, so they will carry a load eacn way.

IF "APPLE A DAY KEEPS DOCTOR AWAY’ 
SCHOOL CHILDREN WILL HAIL HEALTH 


If the old adage, “An apple a day keeps the doctor away,” is 
true, then Georgia school children this year will be busting out 
all over with health. 

Joe DeFoor, Director of the Food Distribution Division of the 
State Department of Education, said yesterday that more than 
6,000,000 apples will brighten school lunches after Christmas. 

Ninety-six cars of apples have been allocated to Georgia 
from Federal sources, he reported. Five cars are on the way 
and will be distributed to schools and institytions before Christ- 
mas. The other 91 cars will be shipped to Georgia when school 
reopens. 

Each car contains 560 bushel boxes, providing a total of 
more than 2,500,000 pounds of apples. That is approximately 
6,000,000 apples, more or less. 

Not only the 324,000 Georgia school children who have a part 
in the lunchroom program will receive apples, DeFoor-~ said. 
Many will go to schools which do not have lunchrooms, while 
more will be sent to various State institutions.
